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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1 .137(b), filed May 27, 2003, to revive the 
above-identified application.

1.137 was unintentional, the Commissioner may require additional information. See MPEP 
71 1.03(c)(III)(C) and (D). The instant petition lack(s) item(s) one (1). 

A petition to revive cannot be granted where there is an outstanding requirement. In the instant 
case, there was no response to the outstanding office action mailed on October 16, 2002. 
Petitioner asserts that he never received the Office action and in a May 5, 2003 conversation with 
the examiner, petitioner said that he requested a copy of the Office action but has not received a 
copy.
